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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed September 14, 2005 
have been fully considered but they are still not persuasive. Examiner maintains the rejection. 

The applicant argues that Botham (6,785,812) fails to describe providing a public key and encrypting a data file using the public key of 
the client device. As in the previous response, the examiner had stated that Botham dislcoses the server (Fig. 1, element 102) uses 
encryption data (Fig. 1, element 129) to encrypt the document (Fig. 1, element 120). it is inherently understood that encryption data is 
one of the two well-known types of key-based algorithms: symmetric and asymmetric (i.e. public key algorithm). Botham does implicitly 
disclose public key algorithm based on "server includes encryption keys, i.e. more than one key, in other words public and private keys 
and returns confirmation and keys to client (col. 2, lines 3-5). Also, Botham discloses that the server digitally signs the document and 
transmit it to the client (col. 2, lines 10-12), then the client decrypts the document . Digitally signing anticipates encrypting using the 
private key and the client must have public key to decrypt it. In other words, it anticipates public key encryption, not other types of 
encryption as stated in the applicant's remarks. 
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
